HOUSE WAS SURPRISED. 

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Within 
two hours of a special message from 
the President recommending the imme- 
diate passage of a bill to place in his 
hands all the moneys collected upon 
Puerto Rican goods since the Spanish 
evacuation of the island, to be used for 
‘the relief of the Puerto Ricans, had 
been read to the house today, the 
House had passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate a bill to carry out the recommenda- 
tion. 

The message came like a bolt out of 
a clear sky to the minority. They were 
at first inclined to hail it with delight, 
as a reproof of the majority for the 
passage of the Puerto Rican Tariff Bill 
Wednesday. The Republican leaders, 
however, had a bill ready to carry the 
President's recommendations into ef- 
fect. Mr. Cannon asked immediate 
consideration for it, and this was given. 

It was only when the debate opened, 
it having been agreed that twenty min- 
utes should be allowed on a side, that 
under the lead of Mr. Bailey of Texas 
the Democrats began lining up against 
the bill, because it placed no limitation 
upon the President's discretion in the 
use of the money. The bill was passed 
by a vote of 162 to 107, thirteen Demo- 
crats, two Populists and two Silver Re- 
publicans voting with the Republicans 
in the affirmative. ’ 

Subsequently the Aldrich-Robbins 
contested election cage from the Fourth 
Alabama District, which the House 
twice refused to consider yesterday, 
was taken up, by 126 to 129, and was 
debated for the remainder of the day. 

Interest In the Puerto Rican tariff 
measure now has been transferred from 
the House to the Senate. Consideration 
of the bill embodying substantially the

nent government, in which there shall 
be accorded the people the right of self.

manent form of government, not inter- 
fering with the sovereignty of the 
United States over the isiana or its in- 
habitants. This amendment was fol- 
lowed by another by Mr. Stewart of 
Nevada, striking out the provision 
levying a duty on Puerto Rican goods, 
and providing that they should be ad- 
mitted free into the United States. 

A spirited debate was participated in 
by Mr. koraker, Mr. Tetier and others.

WORK FOR THE BIOLOGICAL 8STA- 
TION, NEW YORK. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. %4-—If the estab- 
ishment of a State biological station 
New York State, which it is now 
sought to bring about, is accomplished, 
the gain to the cause of science will be 
immense. The purpose of this station 
would be the making of investigations 
and practical experiments to determine 
the nature, habits, food and needs of 
the fish, game and insectivorous and 
song birds; to determine the causes of 
their decrease; to determine what 
measures can be taken to reduce their 
enemies, increase their natural f 
supply and shelter, and secure such 
natural or modified conditions as ag 
lead to their abundance throughout t 
State. It would seek to propagate r 
only the desirable creatures named 
above, but also their natural food sup- 
ply; to study and experiment with the 
best methods of introducing beneficial 
species; to show what measures can be 
taken to help them to me acch- 
mated, and to provide for their winter 
feeding and shelter. The further pro- 
gramme of the station would include 
the procuring of facts upon which 
proper legislation can be to se- 
cure the effective protection and main- 
tenance of desirable species, and the 
destruction of obnoxious kinds: to ob- 
tain facts that may be useful to teach- 
ers of nature study, natural .history, 
biology, botany, sollogy, ornithology, 
ichthyology or forestry, in the State.

AGAIN HELD TO ANSWER. 
GOING AND M'LEAN STILL IN THE 
LAW'S CLUTCHES. 

The preliminary examination of Dr. 
J. W. Going and N. H. McLean, on the 
charge of grand larceny, came to an 
end before Justice Morgan yesterday 
afternoon, the court holding both de- 
fendants to answer. The examination 
lasted nearly three days, and a very 
strong case was made out against the

BIOGRAPHICAL 
STUDIES FOR GIRLS. 
IIL—ANGELICA KAUFFMANN. 
1741-1807.) 
BY CHARLOTTE BREWSTER JORDAN. 


Three nationalities claim Angelica 
Kauffmann—the Germans, because her 
parents were Austro-Germans: the 
Swiss, because she was born in Chur, 
capital of the Grisons, and the English, 
because she reached her highest art 
development during her sixteen years’ 
stay in Great Britain, where she so far 
identified herself with English art as 
to become one of the original members 
of the Royal Academy in 1768. 

Like Mme. Vigée-Le Brun and Rosa 
Bonheur, she learned the rudiments of 
painting from her father, an indiffer- 
ent artist who supplemented his anx- 
lous instructions by insisting that his 
child pupil should carefully copy the 
old masters. John Joseph Kauffmann 
made his livelihood by occasional por- 
trait peinting and church decoration. 
Realizing that he could never rise 
above mediocrity himself, he was al! 
the more exacting with the little 
daughter who seemed destined to climb 
far above him upon the ladder of fame. 
When just out of babyhood, therefore,

old prints were shown the littie Parma, 


could fill. Then, in her sixteenth yesr. 
she lost her mother. This first great 
blow made her feel an aversion to 
Milan and all its associations: to An- 
gelica and her father disconsolately 
turned their course toward Bregens, 
Kauffmann’s native home.;Here she 
decorated the parish church with gi- 
gantic pictures of the aposties, taken 
from the old engravings. Soon she was 
appointed to tthe portrait of Car- 
dinal Roth, shop of Constance, and 
from his castie at Morsburg she wan- 
dered with her father back to North- 
ern Italy. 

At the age of 20 came the great crisis 
of Angelica Kauffmann’s life. Her 
piaying upon zither and clavichord was 
so exceptional, and her flexible voice 
had sco geined in sweetness and 
strength, that many advised her to re- 
lingquish ;ainting for a brilliant operatic 
career. While in a harrowing state of 
indecision, strongly urged to the stage 
by a musical lover and ambitious 
father, a friendly priest appeared upon 
the scene and so eloquently set before 
ber the temptations surrounding the 
stage, together with the penalties im- 

by the church, that she decided 
to follow the safer pathway of paint- 
ing. She afterward commemorated 
this critical moment upon canvas, 
representing herself standing between 
the rival arts of painting and music, 
the latter art being personified by her 
lost lover. 

After wandering through Bologna, 

Florence and Rome, always 


Angelica daily that her eye and taste 
might be educated. As soon as she 
could handle a pencil with neatness 
and precision, plaster casts were given 
her to copy, and after she sketched 
them to the entire satisfaction of her 
father, he insisted that she should 
paint them in olls, in order that she 
might master that power of relief 
which she afterward became so - 
sptcuous. 

It would seem as if there were truth 
in the accusations of neighbors 
friends that the Kauffmanns pushed 
their idolized only child with undue se- 
verity, in their efforts to make her an 
infant prodigy. Although Angelica’s 
unusually sweet dispositior enabled her 
to ply her brush with infinite content, 
her powers must have been taxed to 
the utmost to have led her to take up 
portrait painting at the age of lv. It is 
a well-authenticated fact that at that 
age she executed a portrait of the 
Bishop of Como, not at all affrighted ac 
the magnitude of such an undertaking, 
and achieving a most pleasant pastel of 
her venerable friend which gave satis- 
faction to all. Her two years’ stay at 
Como, to which she always referred as 
the happiest period of her life, made 
such a. profound impression upon An- 
gelica that she was loath to exchange 
the romantic lake and silent statues for 
the benefits of an unknown city. At

this tender age she had already devel- 
oped that power of pleasing which 
amounted almost to genius. She soon 
found at Milan, however, a circle of 
friends as devoted as her coterie at 
Como. 

Her parents took her to Milan tn or- 
der that she might study directly from 
the old masters. Leonardo da Vinci es 

pecially fired her girlich ambition, an 

she set herself so diligently to copying 
his power and delicaey that traces of 
this study are discoverable in all her 
subsequent work. The city life, the old 
cathedrals and the art atmosphere of 
Milan made a profound yet stimulating 
impression upon the sensitive child 
artist, and developed prematurely her 
natural aptitude, and the popularity of 
her work soon followed. This is not 
the first instance of that premature 
success which eventually prevents the 
full development of a great power by 
curtailing the helpful discipline of early 


and persistent drudgery. 


When it reached the ears of the Duke 


of Modena, Governor of Milan. that a 
Tittle girl was copying from dawn to 


dusk the masterpieces in his gallery, 
he and his wife sent for her, ana so 
pleased were they with her winsome 
simplicity that the Duchess ordered 


her portrait of the little fourteen-year- 


old, and an obsequious court precipi- 
tately followed sult. Angelica’s per- 


sonality developed to great advantage 


in the Milanese court. Tall, slender. 


interesting. bot not beautiful, she soon 
proved that she was mistress of the art 
of keeping friends as well as of mak- 
ing them. 


For two years she busily plied her 
baving more orders 


than she 


encountering the same overfiow of 


work and the same idolizing considera- 
tion from the rich, talented and noble, 
particularily the English residents in 
Rome, she was finally persuaded by 
her friends to forego the unusual art 
opportunities presented by the Eternal 
City and to try her fortune in London. 

Her artistic associations in Italy had, 
in some ways, been most fortunate. 
Wincke!mann’'s strenuous efforts to re- 
store the Greek ideals making so great 
an impression upon her that it was 
impossible for her thenceforth to draw 
a face without giving a Greek provfile. 
This devotion to mythological crea- 
tions and the glories of the Periciean 
era frequently laid her work open to 
the criticism of those who considered it 
superficial and oversentimental, but 
her delicate coloring, graceful group- 
ing and sympathetic interpretations 
did much to counterbalance these gen- 
erally admitted faults. 


She instantly became the rage in 
London. Reynolds, Hone and Dance, 
with their coterie, paid speedy and in- 
cessant homage, exchanging original 
portraits with her and entertaining 
their fair comrade after the manner 
most approved in Bohemia. Goldsmith 
alludes to one of these joyful banquets 
in rhymes beginning: 

“But ‘tis Reynolds's way
